But she soon saw 
thovuiua oC the slighted objuct, when, at 
the hour appoluicd for the pleasure-party, 
" Thu ourrlBKB ruttloJ to vlio door, 
Tl en ratUeil lust away; 
• Bui pour Kiizii was "mt in, 

For want ur ju^l a siiu'le iiln I" 

Tlie story is told of ii poor yminp man 
seekillK liusiiiess, that liaviiii,' applied fur a 
siluiilioii and been r.'fiisod, lie wa.-, w.uliiiij,' 
mvny, sad iiiul wi'il iii^'li disheartened, when 
lie .s.upped to pieli iii)n pni lyiii;; on tlio 
tjroniid. 'i'lio weiillhy nieri-luiiit into wliose 
servieo ho hud jast lalleil to obtain udniis- 
Biiiii was lookiiiK from tlio window and saw 
liiiu. Ilo had himself risen from pos'erty 
by Ids own exertions; lie was slruek by this 
liieideiil, and, aeeu sinined to judge of ehar- 
ncler by tnlles, lie believed tlie young man 
would prove lioiiostaiulcaroful. Heordered 
hiiti to be called back, icave him employ- 
ment, and a pin laid the foundation of 
weulLli uud success. 

TliCiio trifles liuvo done better work. 
Mnny years agf a certain Polish noble- 
mun wits imprisoned for liavinj;, itwas said, 
spolceu insulliuj? words conceriiinjr the Kns- 
slun Qovornmeut. History lias told us of 
iiiuny a captive whose prison' hours have 
been elieered by thu eon versa of friends and 
the oiijuymuiit of favorite studies; but for 
liiin was uo alleviation. No companion re- 
lieved his loneliness, and had ha been al- 
lowed any moans of employ uient, tlio dark- 
Ufss of his duuRCon would have prevented 
his making use of them. Hut he discovered 
In his clothing four |)iiis, wliieh supplied 
that great want, ''Bomcihiiig to do." Drop 
piDg them on the Boor ot bis auiiKoon u. 
would search, groping hi the darkness, nii 
til lielound them. To do this was his sok 
occupation, and it was his belief tliaiiPiily 
the employment thus furnished had pre 
served bSa reason. When, after six years 
imprisonmeut, the news of his freedom 
was brought hla),he was on the kiouirI 
Iiuuting for one pin which had been for two 
days missing. The four pins, bent and cor- 
roded, were set In a brooch and worn by his 
wife, to whom they wore more precious than 
gems. 

Superstition has not lorgotten the pin 
Like other pointed articles, it is "toboleiit , 
rot given," and wearo told in strains em 
bodying equal measure of truth and poeiry : 
" See a pin and pick It up. 
All the day you'll liavo good luck." 

Law has deigned to notice the pin. Not 
long before tlio close of the reitrii ot Lleiuy 
VIll. a law was passed entitled "An Act. 
for the trueilukyng of i'ynnes," eimeliiin 
that the price should not be "more ilian n.^ 
8d. a thousand." In the days when p..l^ 
were rare thoy were a very acceptable 
present; "luatead of thogifts, acompeii-.n 
tiou wda sometimes received In money; " 
this was called, of course, pin-money, n 
term which has been extended to a sun. of 
money "secured by a husband on bis mar 
rittgo for tlie private oxpoiises of liis wile." 
Addison has recorded his dislike of wliiu In 
calls "the doctrine of pin-money;" "it is,' 
he writes in 3711-13, "of late date, and ii i^ 
for the interests of both sexes to keep i 
from spreading." Ho proposed "nce.lli 
money" as abettername, as it "would liavt 
implied something of good housewifery."
